McGeer Demands’ 


Seek Disclosure 


Vote on Hidden

OTTAWA, June 15—(CP)—New 
demands for an early vote on the 
question of disclosure of inner re- 
serves of the chartered banks 


were made yesterday at the Com- 
mons banking committee by G. G. 


McGeer, K.C,, (L.-Vancouver Bur- | 


rard), 

When the sitting opened W. H. 
Moore (L.-Ontario), chairman re- 
marked it was the 20th sitting of the 
committee. 

Mr. McGeer said the time had 
been well spent. It would never be 
possible to say in the future that 
there was no opposition in the bank- 
ing committee to hidden reserves. 
He said majorities had the right 
to rule, but minorities had the right 
to argue. 


HELD OUT-OF-DATE 

Continuation of inner reserves, 
said Mr. McGeer, was as out-of-date 
as the gold standard which now had 
been completely abondoned. There 
were inner reserves in the last de- 
pression and in every depression 
before that. They had done nothing 
to prevent the trade cycles of boom 
and depression. 

Mr. McGeer said he was in 
favor of extending charters with 
suitable improvements in the 
monetary system, 

At the appropriate time he pro- 
posed to offer an amendment to 
provide a government guarantee of 
all bank deposits up to $5,000. 

In arguing that reserves, disclosed 
or inner, were not important to 
confidence in the banks, Mr. Mc- 
Geer said the total deposits had in- 
creased by more than $1,000,000,000, 
but there had been no increase in 
disclosed reserves. 


RISKS ARE TAKEN 

The existence of inner reserves, 
he said, enabled the banks to take 
risks in supporting boom periods, 
knowing that they could sustain 
losses in a depression, If they had 
no other reserves they would have 
to clamp down on booms. 

Since 1933 Canada had gone 
further with monetary reform than 
any other country with the pos- 
sible exception of Russia. 
Norman Jaques (S.C., Wetaski- 
win), said either too much or too 
little had been said about inner 
reserves, Where the people did not 
know all, but knew a little they 
would imagine and suspect. For 
that reason he would vote in favor 
of disclosure of the reserves. 


Destroyers Sink 3 
Nazi Minesweepers 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS 
ALLIED. EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, June 15—‘(AP)—Two 
Allied destroyers intercepted seven 
German minesweepers off the coast 
of France yesterday and sank three 
of them and seriously damaged the 
other four, Supreme Headquarters 
announced last night 

The communique said the Pol- 

ish destroyer Piorun and the 
British destroyer Ashanti inter- 
cepted the enemy vessels west of 
Minquiers Rock and “of the seven 
three were observed to sink, and 
one was seen to receiv. such 
damage that its survival is con- 
sidered unlikely. Of the remain- 
ing three, two were left stopped 
and burning fiercely.” 

In another naval engagement 
yesterday northeast of Cap De La 
Hague, the communique said, light 
Allied coastal forces attacked three 
enemy patrol boats. 

“The first ship in the enemy line 
was hit with a torpedo and the 
second set on fire,” the communique 
announced,

LONDON, June 15.—American forces drove within 414 miles of 
the last German transport lines out of Cherbourg today, partially 
isolating that great port, and to the northeast captured the coastal 
town of Quineville, four miles above Montebuurg. 

While British and Canadian troops absorbed furious German counter- 
attacks, mounting in intensity as fresh enemy divisions were thrown into the 


fighting around Caen at the eastern end of the 107-mile front, American forces 
gained ground steadily across the neck of the Cherbourg peninsula and threat- 


campaign. 
Pushing westward on a nine-mile 
front the Americans were within 


4% to five miles of St. Sauveut-Le 
Vicomte, through which run the 
main west peninsula highway and 
railroad from Cherbourg, as well as 
the biggest canal on the peningula. 
German resistance increased as 
the Allied troops approached the 
transport lines. The Nazis poured 
in reserves i, an attempt to hold 
the tip of the peninsula or keep 
open an escape route for the

EDR. Outlines 
International Plan 


WASHINGTON, June 15—(AP)— 
President Roosevelt today made 
public the administration's con- 
ception of a post-war international 
peace organization providing for a 
council representing all nations, to 
concern itself with the settlement 
of international disputes and to 
prevent war. 

The president said the organiza- 
tion also should include an inter- 
national court of justice. 

“It is our thought,” the presi- 
dent said in his statement, “that 
the organization (for interna- 

tional co-operation) would be a 
fully representative bedy with 
broad responsibilities for pro- 
moting and facilitating interna- 
tional co-operation.” 

The organization, he continued, 
“would provide for a council, 
elected annually by the fully repre- 
sentative body of all nations, which 
would include the four major na- 
tions and a suitable number of 
other nations. The council would 
concern itself with peaceful settle- 
ment of international disputes and 
with the prevention of threats to 
the peace or breaches of the 
peace.”

The communique, broadcast by 
the Japanese Domei News Agency, 
said “heavy fighting is in progress 
between Japanese units and enemy 
forces,” 

The dispatch followed an earlier 


report by Domei that American 
troops twice had attempted to land 
on Saipan, just north of Tinian in 
the southern part of the Marianas 


group. 
Domei's first broadcast, an Eng- 
lish language transmission, said 


the first American attempt to land 
was repulsed and in reference to 
the second attempt said “heavy 
fighting” is now going on. 

Possession of the Marianas, 
which include the former Ameri- 
can island of Guam, would give the 
Allies control over Japan's central 
Pacific supply routes and open the 
way for a possible direct drive to 
the China coast.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—American “Super Fortresses” B-29 
bombers attacked Japan proper today in what Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall hailed as the opening step in a new type of offensive against 


the Japanese. 


The raid on the enemy’s homeland—the first carried out by American air- 
men since the epic Doolittle raid of 1942—was announced by the war department 
in a brief statement which gave no details but said only: “B-29 Super-Fortresses 

- of the United States army air forces 20th bomber command bombed Japan today. 


Highways Damaged 


This first announced raid by the’ 
new B-29's came at a time when 
Allied forces were pushing back 
the enemy throughout the Pacific. 
Only today the Japanese radio re- 
ported that American forces had 
landed in the China-Burma-India 
theatre, the war department dis- 
closed. | 

The China-Burma-india theatre 
is a vast territory covering 
millions of square miles. But 
General Marshall pointed out 
that the B-29's are capable of 
striking from “remote bases} and 
indicated that they might fhave 
flown from almost any part of 
that theatre. 


The department's announcement 
disclosed for the first time the 
existence of the 20th Air Force, a 
new organization which will have 
jurisdiction over all Super-Fortress 
activities. 


FIRST ACTION 

It was the first time the big new 
“Super Fortresses” were revealed 
to have been in action, although 
their existence has been known 
for some time. .

Simplify Rules 
For Treatment 
Of War Veterans 


OTTAWA, June 15—(CP)—Pen- 
sions Minister Mackenzie today 
announced that an order-in-coun- 
cil had been passed. making wide- 
spread changes in regulations un- 
der which ex-servicemen receive 
medical and other treatment after 
discharge, + 

The minister said the changes 
were designed to simplify and con- 
solidate existing regulations, to re- 
move certain inequalities, and 
where necessary fo rasie treatment 
allowances so a former serviceman 
or woman would not suffer hard- 
ship as a result of illnesses follow- 
ing or attributable to service. 


REDUCE CLASSIFICATIONS 

Under the old regulaticas there 
were 21 classifications under which 
an ex-serviceman or woman might 
receive treatment, he said. These 
have been reduced to 12 without 
any former rights to treatment be- 
ing lost. 

“The changes will be of benefit to 
Canada’s veterans as far back as the 
Northwest Rebellion,” said Mr. Mac- 
kenzie. 

One of the major changes af- 
fects persons discharged while 
Still in need of treatment, said the 
minister, Until last February all 
under this classification went on 
hospital allowances of $10.20 
weekly for a single man and 
$14.40 for a man and his wife. In 
February authority was given to 
continue pay and allowarges of 
rank, up to 4 ceiling equivalent to 
army lieutenant for the period of 
a@ man’s service to a maximum of 
one year, 

Under the new regulations no 
matter what the period of service, 
the pay and allowances of rank will 
continue for a full 12 months’ 
period. 

MADE RETROACTIVE 

Mr. Mackenzie said this regula- 
tion was retroactive to May 1, 1943, 
or to the start of uninterrupted 
treatment, and that treatment which 
began within 30 days of military 
discharge for a condition incurred 
during service was considered as 
being “uninterrupted treatment.” 
If the pension department grants 
leave beyond 30 days the treatment 
still would be regarded as “unin- 
terrupted.” . 

A change also was made in 
what was known as “Class 1” 
treatment. This originally affect- 
ed only those who had been 
awarded pensions from this and 
the First Great War. 

Its terms now have been broad- 
ened to include all observation 
cases—both pensioners and non- 
pensioners—directed to hospital for 
observation by the Canadian Pen- 
sions Commission and to veterans 
of the Northwest Rebellion who 
previously were treated under an- 
other class.

SASKATOON, June 15.— (CP)

“It bears no relation to anything 
that may exist in the fevered imag- 
ination of the old party leaders or 
Gladstone Murray (Maj. W. E.

LAST LEGISLATURE 

The standing in the last legisla- 
ture was Liberals 33, C.C.F. 10, 
Social Credit 2, Unity 2, vacant 5. 
In the 1938 election 440,273 people 
voted, casting 200,370 ballots for 
the Liberals, 82,568 for the C.C.F., 
69,720 for Social Credit, 52,366 for 
Conservatives and 35,249 for other 
groups. 

Political observers were busy 
making last-minute appraisals of 
the effects of a Socialist or Lib- 
eral victory will have not only on 
the province but on the cduntry 
as a whole, 

There were some who believed 
that a C.C.F, victory might conceiv- 
ably release a tide that might spill 
over the borders of Saskatchewan 
and place, in the not too distant 
future, Socialist administrations in

However, they point out that the 
election is not a very good test of 
public opinion on the question of 
free enterprise as against Socialism 
because the C.C.F., in election mani- 
festos and on the platform, avoided 
making Socialism the chief issue in 
the campaign. In fact, C.C.F. leaders 
frankly admitted that there were 
many principles of Socialism that 
could not be achieved in the pro- 
vincial field and made it clear that 
the C.C.F. had no intention of 
socializing agriculture—-a develop- 
ment that placed the Liberals and 
Conservatives in the position where 
they talked more about Socialism 
than the C.C.F. did. 

Instead of dwelling on socialist 
principles as they are generally 
accepted, the C.C.F. concentrated 
chiefly on promises to improve 
conditions in the fields of agri- 
culture, social welfare, education, 
labor, natural resources and in- 
dustrial development and on 
many other planks that are also 
in the platforms of the old line 
parties, differing only in that 
each party claimed that it can 
do a better job of putting them 
into effect. 


Thus, many observers believed 
that a C.C.F. victory in Saskatch- 
ewan would not necessarily be a 
victory for socialism, since the 
C.C.F. has not asked for a mandate 
to institute socialism in the prov- 
ince. Similarly, a Liberal victory 
will not necessarily mean that Sas- 
katchewan voters rejected com- 
pletely the idea of a socialized 
economy.

The city council was well-advised in ap- 
pointing a special committee to look into 
the practicability of setting up a company 
to build houses in Edmonton under the 
Dominion housing scheme. While hundreds 
of houses are now going up accommoda- 
tion is still in keen demand and there is no 
visible danger of over-building.

The Ghost Fleet 


An Allied task force spent two full 
days among the Mariana islands, only 
1,500 miles from Tokyo. It sank 29 Japa- 
nese ships and destroyed 141 planes, bomb- 
ed and shelled shore installations — and 
withdrew at leisure. 

Perhaps that is all the task force was 
meant to accomplish, But the boldness of 
the raid and the prolonged visit suggest 
that a larger purpose was also in view. 
Somewhere the Japanese battle fleet is 
cruising idly in peaceful waters, and it is a 
powerful one, To tempt it into action was 
no doubt one of the missions of the raid- 
ing squadron. If so, it failed in that parti- 
cular, 

The Marianas are equal distance from 
the Japanese homeland and from the 
Philippines. Based there, Allied sea and air 
forces could strike in either direction at 
will. Perhaps one of these days a task force 
will go there to land troops and establish a 
base? Seemingly nothing less than such a 
daring project can draw the enemy battle 
fleet out of its home waters. 

It is even doubtful if Tojo would risk 
his battleships to prevent the Allies secur- 
ing such a base, or in an attempt to drive 
them out, These ships constitute Japan's 
last line of defence and are evidently being 
held for a showdown battle when nothing 
else can ward off invasion. No one knows 
better that if it were not for its battle fleet 
the cities of Japan would lie open to attack 
any day by sea and air. 


What It Comes To 


Eight members of the House of Com- 
mons voted to refuse second reading of the 
mutual-aid bill. The group was headed by 
Hon, P. J. A. Cardin, former minister of 
public works, and included four other 
Quebec Liberals, one Independent and two 
Bloc Populaire members. 

The particular ground of objection 
seemed to be that some of the mutual-aid 
supplies will go to Britain, Mr. Cardin, 
speaking more or less for the group, took 
the line that an accounting should be kept 
and a bill presented at London for pay- 
ment when the war ends, Britain, he 
argued, is well able to pay for all supplies 
it must obtain abroad. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Cardin is 
right as to Britain’s ability to pay. In that 
event it will not be necessary to bill the 
authorities at London, whoever they may 
happen to be at the time, They will ask for 
the bill and insist on getting it; just as the 
present authorities refused to let Canada 
pay for a warship they turned over to the 
Dominion, It is the habit of the people of 
Britain to pay their debts, 
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Meanwhile the question is whether 
Canada should tell Britain it can have no 
more wheat or meat or cheese or war mat- 
erial unless it signs on the dotted line of a 
binding promise to pay in full—even if the 
Government and people of Britain doubt 
that they will be able to make good such a 
pledge. Mr, Cardin shoula know that, if 
they have this doubt, no such pledge would 
ever be signed. Obtaining goods under false 
pretences is not a British custom. 

They may or may not have realized the 
fact, but the hard-bargaining these eight 
members demanded would in all probabil- 
ity shut off Canadian exports to Britain 
and leave the people of that country 
hungrier than they are, For the strong 
likelihood is that they will not be able to 
pay for more than a fraction of the 
mutual-aid supplies we are sending to 
them, and honor would compel them to 
tighten their belts and refuse to sign a 
promise they are no way likely to be able 
to keep.

“treated as enemies now and in the day of 
liberation” if they try to recruit Albanians 
to help the Axis forces in the Balkans. Of 
all the groups of traitors in Europe none 
better deserve to mount the gallows. Any 
Albanian who does not remember and re- 
sent what Hitler's partnor did to Albania 
has no claim to consideration. 


It took some forbearance on the part of 
Mr. Churchill to ask the House of Com- 
mons to refrain at present from staging 
a debate on the relations between Britain 
and General de Gaulle’s Committee. It is 
to be hoped that the General will catch 
something of the same spirit of forbear- 
ance and refrain from making it more dif- 
ficult to prevent the Commoners broad- 
casting their reactions to his indiscretions. 
Whoever at this time provokes wordy 
strife among the Allies is helping Hitler, 
whether he means to do that or doesn’t.

ABOUT REDHEAD DUCKS 

'O, the rain didn’t suggest ducks, 

but rather a circular just re- 
ceived from B. W. Cartwright, chief 
naturalist of Ducks Unlimited, con- 
taining some very interesting obser- 
vations along with comments on 
apparent recent changes in the 
nesting habits of redheads. 

According to the article the 
ranks of redheads (along with 
canvas back and ruddies) were 
decimated during the drought 
period by persistence in nesting 
in ‘phantom” sloughs which dried 
up before the young could fly, or 
in marshes connected with large 
lakes, where winds piled up the

waters and swamped the nests. 

Almost invariably nests were 
formerly recorded in cattail or bul- 
rush environment, but seldom on 
dry land. Now however in the Delta 
marshes in Maniteba and in the 
| Brooks area, where permanent 
ponds and lakes have been created 
by irrigation development and by 
| Ducks Unlimited, redheads have 
| taken to the land. 


USES NEIGHBORS’ NESTS 
AN? it may come as a surprise to 

many to learn that the red- 
head is quite fond of la¥ing eggs in 
the neighbors’ nests. However, this 
parasitical habit evidently doesn't 
produce results for the foster par- 
ents seldom hatch the eggs. 

Around Brooks an observer for 
Ducks Unlimited recently came 
across several mallard and pin- 
tail nests containing redhead eggs 
and they have also been found 
in those of gadwall, lesser scaup, 
white-winged scooter, ruddy and 
even in Canada goose nests. The 
canvasback is also a well-known 
recipient of redhead eggs where 
the redhead is chiefly an over- 
water nesier, 

Redhead dry-land nests are 
bulky structures of weed stems, 
grass and twigs. One was as big as 
a Canada goose nest, 20 feet away 
and it was copiously provided with 
whittish down, A nearby mallard 
nest contained a mixture of mallard 
and redhead down, although only 
mallard eggs. Had the mallard ap- 
propriated the redhead down, or 
had the redhead added down 
(rather than eggs) to the mallard’s 
nest? 

Apparently the redhead’s para- 
sitical habit more frequently oper- 
ates where its preferred cattail, 
bulrush habitat is lacking.

To Take Reprisals 
If Patriots Shot 


LONDON, June 15—(CP)— 
French authorities in Algiers warn- 
/ed yesterday that if the Germans 
shoot captured members of the 
homeland resistance movement “the 
French provisional government (Na- 
tional Liberation Committee) will 
be forced to take all necessary 
counter-measures.”

Consider Need for Isolation Hospital Accommodation 


City Medical Health Officer 


States Illness in Homes 


Cause of Increased Infection | 


Request for review of the need for increased isolation 
hospital facilities will be urged on the Royal Alexandra Hos- 
pital Board by the city local board of health, according to a 
statement filed on Thursday with the city commissioners by 
Dr. G. M. Little, medical officer of health. 


In this report it is pointed out 


that scarlet fever remains fairly ° 


prevalent with many cases being 
unable to obtain admission to the 
isolation hospital when the dis- 
ease is first reported. The number 
of cases unable to gair, admission 
was as high as 23 patients at one 
period, 

Dr. Little points out that the 
more scarlet fever cases quaran- 
tined in homes the more cases de- 
veloped, and as the second and 
third cases developed in these fam- 
ilies from contact with the original 
case, 

In his report he said that the 
provision of adequate isolation fa- 
cilities presents some economic dif- 
ficulty on account of the seasonal 
and epidemic character of commun- 
icable disease. 


AT CERTAIN TIMES 

It follows that certain times of 
the year, there will not be suffi- 
cient number of cases to keep a 
full staff busy. However, the most 


slack period usually occurs in sum- 
mer when staff holidays are a 
problem, Dr. Little points out. 

He points to the population in- 
crease from 79,231 in 1933 to 105,536 
in 1943, and owing to lack of home 
building, congestion of living ac- 
commodation has increased. It is 
unlikely, he stated, that require- 
ments for isolation facilities will 
decrease.

(Officer Warns 


Of War Effort 


Warning against any tendency 
to relax in the war effort Lt.- 
Cmdr. W. J. G. Carr, R.C.N.R. on 
the staff of the commander of 
naval reserve divisions addressed 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
at the Macdonald hotel Wednes- 
day evening. He criticized what 
he termed a “sense of false secur- 
ity” among Canadian because of 
their immunity from the immed- 
iate realities cf war. 

Lt.-Cmdr. Carr, who is a veteran 
of two wars, and former senior 
naval officer at Goose Bay, Labra- 
dor, is on a tour of Canadian naval 
training divisions to give a course 
of instruction to ships companies. 

He urged that Canada maintain 
strong armed forces after the war, 
both on land and at sea. He said 
that just because there is a reason- 
able sense of security in Canada it 
is no time to relax in the war ef- 
fort, and the first and foremost 


-| question is “How can, I serve?” 


This also applies to peace, other- 
wise the next generation also will 
become a generation of “cannon 
fodder”. 


CAUGHT NAPPING 

Lt.-Cmdr. Carr urging an Allied 
policing system after the war, so 
that nations may endure and enjoy 
prosperity, pointed out that in the 
last 600 years, the British people 
have been caught “napping” eight 
times, and have engaged in that 
many major conflicts, 

Those who cali for armaments in 
peacetime are called war maniacs 
or munition barons, he said. “We 
should have a navy to protect our 
sea lanes, the life blood of any na- 
tion.” 

‘The Canadian navy had 1,200 
officers and men with six sea-going 
ships, at the start of hostilities and 
when we were called upon to escort 
ships overseas we could not carry 
out the demand resulting in large 
losses to enemy U-boats,” he said. 

“We got the first Canadian built 
corvettes in the fall of 1940 and 
they were manned with wooden 

guns because that is all we had. 
The navy did all it could under that 
state of unpreparedness, and they 
did a mighty fine job.” 


IN ICY WATERS 

“Our merchant seamen were spilt 
into the icy waters and we didn’t 
have enough ships for rescue pur- 
poses. Fishermen on Canada’s east 
coast had to attempt rescue opera- 
tions in small vessels. By this 
method 487 merchant seamen were 
saved in a period of three months. 
Now the Canadian navy has 80,000 
officers and men with 600 ships.” 

According to Lt. Comdr, Carr, the 
plans of Germany and Japan called 
for an invasion of America just as 
it did in the last war. “The Axis 
had agreed they would attack the 
U.S. through Mexico when Britain 
was out of the war, and the Jap- 
anese were actually engaged to land 
500,000 troops there.” 

However, Hitler stumbled and 
left the Japanese out on a limb.

The enema is rightly classed by 
many doctors as being the most 
valuable single remedy to use in 
both acute and chronic diseases, 
Often severe symptoms will abate} 
immediately when the enema alone 
is used, It is a valuable method of 
quickly relieving the lower bowel 


stomach and small intestine. 


In taking an enema, it should not 
be taken in such large amounts as| 
to distend the bowel, nor should it! 
be hot enough to relax the intestin- 
ad muscles. Tepid enemas of one | 
or two quarts are the most satis- 
factory. The best time to take them 
is in the early morning or just be- 
fore going to bed. However, in 
cases of food poisoning, indigestion, 
or practically any other trouble 
with the digestive tract, the enema 
may be used at any time and brings 
almost immediate relief. In case of 
constipation of long standing where | 
the muscles of the lower colon have| 
become stretched, it is a good plan 
to use the enema to bring about a 
Speedy expulsion of the fecal con- 
tents so that the intestinal muscles 
have a chance to shrink to their 
normal size, 


Whenever the intestinal contents 
remain for an excessive amount of 
time, there is no doubt that poison- 
ous putrefactice products may he! 
generated in the colon, Also, the 
weight of a large amount of feces | 
in the lower colon presses on the} 
delicate members in this region and 
often produces reflex pain and 
headaches by the pressure alone. 
The enema is the best and safest 
method as well as the most direct 
method of correcting this condition, 


Patients who are habitually con- 
stipated are often surprised to note 
the quantity of material which the 
enema brings forth and often recog- 
nize the residue of food substances 
which have been eaten as long as 
a week before. Often patients on a 
fruit juice fast, where there is very 
little pulp intake, will neverthe- 
less, be surprised to find that the 
enemas continue to cause the ex- 
pulsion of large amounts of residue.

Stress Importance

LETHBRIDGE, Alta, June 15.—

The immediate coastal area was} 
thickly mined by the Germans as 
part of their anti-invasion defence 
system, but inland, sappers with 
their detecting devices have found 
This is in spite of the 
fact the roadsides and fields are 
sprinkled with German signs which 
say: “Achtung, Minen!” 


The speed of the invasion assault | 
gave the enemy insufficient time 
to remove the signs, set up for in- 
formation of German troops who 
are supposed to remove them be- 
fore retreating. 

One theory advanced for the 
reason that in many cases there 
are no mines behind these signs 
was that enemy coastal troops 
put up the signs for the benefit 
of Field Marshal Rommel, enemy

Wallace Urges 
Independence 
For Astatics

“It is to our advantage,” Wal- 
lace said, “not to perpetuate this 
division but to see an orderly pro- 
cess of transition so that the area 
of free Asia will grow and the 
area of subject Asia constantly 
diminish. 

Wallace held that the primary | 
post-war objective toward Japan | 
must be to keep her disarmed. | 

He suggested Japan should be!
